Thursday evening in the Biglerville 
auditorium heard reports on insect 
and disease conditions in county or­ 
chards, witnessed a dem onstration 
of the importance of an attractive 
package of fruit for m arketing and 
laid plans for entertaining Franklin 
county fruit growers on a tour of 
the county orchards later this sum ­ 
mer. 
R B Donaldson, agriculture ex­ 
tension 
economist 
from 
Pennsyl­ 
vania State college, impressed the 
growers with the statem ent that 
successful m arketing of apples and 
peaches depends to a great extent 
on the preparation of an attractive 
pack. 
He used slides to illustrate 
various types of containers and 
methods of m arketing fruit in them 
He spoke of general federal grades 
for fruits and vegetables and point­ 
ed out that one of the principal 
complaints of fruit buyers is against 
the practice of “over facing” packs 
with fruit of better size and color 
than is found in the rem ainder of 
the container. He showed new types 
of containers for m arketing apples 
and peaches and advised packers not 
to try to take advantage of the IO 
per cent “tolerance" allowed for poor 
fruit in a No. I grade package. 
Offers to Demonstrate Packing 
He concluded by offering to con­ 
duct packing house dem onstrations 
of packing and grading at the re­ 
quest of growers. Arrangem ents for 
the dem onstrations may be made 
through the office of the county 
agent, he said. 
Dr George L. Zundal, extension 
pathologist from the state college, 
reported th at the orchard disease

“fairly well” under control and de­ 
clared that fact dem onstrated the 
value of thorough early spraying.

The high population of the 
spiders indicates they were missed

mended a summer oil spray where 
the infestation is heavy, but warned j 
it should not be applied within five 
weeks of the last lime sulphur ap ­ 
plication.

FLOOD CONTROL 
BACKERSATTACK 
POWERPROPOSAL 


Pittsburgh, July 22 
(AP)—Dis­ 
closure that Army engineers were 
considering the development of a 
"Little T.V.A.” for a proposed $27,- 
000,000 upper Allegheny river flood 
control dam brought a protest to­ 
day from flood control advocates. 
Ralph Edgar, secretary of the tri­ 
state flood control authority, de­ 
clared that all projects should be 
‘‘dedicated to flood control pur­ 
poses" and not built for "multiple 
purposes which would shoot the cost 
sky high.” 
“Those who want power should 
stop hiding behind the skirts oI 
flood control,” he said, adding: 
“Utility men tell us that coal is 
the most economical agent for pro­ 
ducing electrical power in Pennsyl­ 
vania while water would increase 
costs and rates." 
Edgar declared that the Tennes­ 
see valley project on the Tennessee 
river was an example of the govern­ 
ment building a power plant under 
the guise of flood control. 
He made the protest after Lieut. 
Col. W. E. R. Covell, district Army 
engineer, disclosed a report on the 
power potentialities of the dam to 
be constructed above Warren, Pa., 
was being prepared for the flood 
control committee of the House of 
Representatives. 
Power from the dam could be di­ 
verted Into western Pennsylvania 
and 
southern New York and the 
reservoir also could serve as a source 
ol water for municipalities in the 
area, the engineer said. 
In Harrisburg, Dr. James F. Be­ 
gat dus, state secretary of Forests 
and Waters, declared the state would 
not 
relinquish its 
property and 
power rights on flood control pro­ 
jects without resortfng to a court if 
test. He added that the administra- § 
tion 
did not Intend to bring the 18 
subject before the special session 
of the Legislature, w'hich convenes 
next Monday.
